1-28 are canceled by the amendment. 

2. Claims 29-37 are pending.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
4. Inventions of Group I and Group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case the different inventions (methods) require different reagents that have different 
functions and different effects and would produced different products/results. 

The method step of depositing the biopolymer solution on the array surface and linking 
the biopolymer to the surface of Group I is not required by the claims of Group II. The method

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the searches 
required are not co-extensive thus requiring a burdensome search, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. Additionally, different patentability considerations are involved 
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for each group. For example, a patentability determination for Group III would involve a 
determination of the patentability of a shield while a patentability determination for Group I 
would involve a consideration of the patentability of a method of fabricating a biopolymer array 
from pre-synthesized biopolymer. These considerations are very different in nature.
